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HE Coins now offered were collected by the late Mr. Reginald 
Huth during a period of nearly sixty years, and, as he was 
extremely particular as to the condition of his purchases, the 


number of poor coins in the collection is practically negligible. 


Whilst there are many rarities in other periods, the section now 
offered is specially strong in the coinages of the Queens, Mary Tudor, 
Mary Queen of Scots, Elizabeth, and Anne. Of the first-named it 
includes the rare Sovereign of 1554, and the Ryal of 1553 (Lots 54 
and 55); there is also a fine selection of the gold coins of Mary Queen 
of Scots (Lots 650-658), and a double set of the Five Guineas of Queen 
Anne (Lots 159-164 and 175-184). 


The Anglo-Saxon series is very small; but the Norman Coins 
are more fully represented and some are very rare (vide lots 286, 290- 
292). Amongst the later issues may be mentioned the Edward V Angel 
and Groat (Lots 26 and 312), the Richard III Angel, Half Angel and 
Half Groat (Lots 27, 28 and 316), the Sovereigns of Henry VII 
(Lot 29) and Henry VIII (Lots 34 and 35), and the third coinage 
Angel of Edward VI (Lot 52). 


There is a fine series of the milled coinage of Elizabeth including the 
rare Pattern Sixpence of 1575 (Lot 376). 


Many interesting coins of Charles I are present, amongst some of 
the Irish monies of necessity, and there are a number of silver proofs 
of the “ Gun Money” of James II (Lots 714-720). 


The milled section is a full one, with many rare patterns and 
proofs, including the two pattern two Guineas of George III (Lots 244 
and 245), and many Victorian patterns. 

In the copper coinage, comes a good series of Queen Anne Half- 
pennies and Farthings, the latter in all three metals (Lots 579-600), 
the Pattern Half Groat of Elizabeth, 1601 in gold (Lot 565), and the 
Penny of George III, 1807, in platinum.
